Whole Case Is Sensational. 

The whole case was as sensational as its 
collapse Was startling.

William Weightman Sr. was the founder of 
a famous Philadelphia firm of chemists, and

Gov. Deneen to Present State’s 
Demand on Illinois Central.

AT MEETING OF DIRECTORS. 


Hopes to Compromise Matter at Issue 
and Avoid Litigation. 


Gov. Deneen will present to the directors 
of the Illinois Central railroad tomorrow 
the claim of the state for unpaid compensa- 
tion running back for varying perioas from 
six to ten years and amounting to a total of 
approximately $3,000,000. 

He has canceled his political engagement¢ 
tor today and tomorrow to be present at the 
meeting of the directors here in Chicago. 
He was in the city yesterday morning, going 
to Mount Carroll in the afternoogjand speak- 
ing there last night. He will return this 
morning and will meet Frank D. Whipp, the 
state accountant in charge of the investiga- 
tion, and former Assistant Attorney General 
Boye, who has been in charge of the legal 
end of the. inquiry. 

The report on the investigation is com- 
pleted, it is said, and the governor will be 
given the facts as developed by it, 


Possibility of Arbitration. 

Some subjects of the inquiry have been 
traced back ten years. Others have been 
traced back only two months. In some lines 
of the investigation the state finds itself 
barred by the statute of limitations from 
making a claim which will cover more than 
six years. 

The exact amount of the claim in its total 
has been preserved by the state officials as 
a secret. It is explained that the issue be- 
tween the state and the company is ata point 
where arbitration may make a lawsuit un- 
necessary. For this reason the state officials 
Gecline to make public the exact nature of 
their demands. 

At the same time ft is stated authoritative- 
ly that the sum is in the neighborhoodof $3,- 
Real Question at Issue. 

The issue between the state and the com- 
pany is said to be mainly a question of dis- 
tribution of earnings. It is explained that 
the question of distribution arises where ship- 
ments are made partly over the charter lines 
and partly over the lines free from the com- 
pensation requirement. As a typical ilus- 
tration, a freight shipment from Springfield 
to Chicago is taken. The line to Gilman is 
not subject to compensation. From Gilman 
to Chicago ie the old charter line. The ques- 
tion is how much of the earnings on this 
freight should be credited to the charter line 
and how much te the line not, required to pay. 
compensation. A shipment from Chicago 
to New Orleans raises the same question. 

The original line, for which the land grant 
was made by the state, and on which the 
company agrees in its charter to pay 7 per 
cent compensation on its gross earnings, ex- 
tends to Cairo. The earnings must be dis- 
tributed part to the division which pays com- 
pensation, part to the division which does not. 


Company’s Intentions All Right. 

From what the state officials say, the com- 
pany is acquitted of any interitional wrong- 
Going.“ The question of distribution arose 
early in the company’s dealings with the state, 
as soon as additional lines came into the sys- 
tem, and gradually the company solved tt 
more and more to te own benefit. 

This is accepted as a natural procedure, 
but it soon began to concern sume of con- 
siderable proportions. There is some hope 
that the state and the company may reach 
ah agreement which will enable the state to 
éollect without a lawault. Such an agreement 
nece involves a compromise, and it is 
expécted that the claim, if compromised, will

PROMISES BIGLUNACY BXPOSE 


Amelia Rives’ Former Husband 
_to Bare New York Conditions. 


LAWYERS ARE CONCERNED? 


Declares Any Sane Man Can Be Rushed 
to Asylum on Slim Excuse. 


Richmond, Va., Oct. 15.—[Special. After 
several years of silence John Armstrong 
Chanler, former husband of Amelie Rives, is 
about to come to the front again with pub- 
lications and legal proceedings which are 
likely to be sensational. He announces that 
he has in press and will begin to distribute 
the latter part of this week a book of 500 
pages, which is said by those who have seen 
it to be a marvel. 

It will be remembered that Chanler is a 
member of an old and wealthy New. York 
family and a descendant of the original 
Astors. He has about $1,000,000 in his own 
right. 

A number of years ago he was incarcerated 
in the Bloomingdale asylum in New York 
state as a hinatic. After four years of con- 
finement he escaped under most sensational 
circumstances and disappeared. Finally ae 
reappeared suddenly in Albemarle county, 
Virgmia, where he had married Miss Rives, 
author of The Quick and the Dead,” from 
whom he was afterwards divorced, She now 
is Princess Troubetzkoy. 


Delves Far Into Insanity Laws. 

chanler is a lawyer and has devoted him- 
self during the last five years to acquiring 
a wonderful fund of information and prece- 
dent on the lunacy laws of the workd, He 
has given special attention to those of New 
York, under which he insists thet any sane 
man whose relatives desire to obtain pos- 
seasion or control of his property oan be 
rallroaded into an asylum and shut in in- 
definitely. 

Chanler is in the extraordinary and prob- 
ably unprecedented position of being official- 
ly and legally a lunatic in his own state of 
New York, unable to return without danger 
of arrest and incarceration, and deprived of 
the control of his own property, which is in 
the hands of a committee. 

In Virginia, North Carolina, and elsewhere 
in the country he is a free man going and 
coming as he pleases and regarded as fully 
competent to manage his affairs according 
to the formal judgments of the court. He 
has property in both these states, and espe- 
cially large interests at Roanoke Rapids, N. 
C., of which he was one of the founders. 
Chanler delivered an address tonight to the 
people of that town in which he outlined 
something of what his book will contain. 


May Sting Big Lawyers. 

The book ie said to consist almost entirely 
of extracts from official records and court 
judgments and proceedings. He asserts to 
his friends that from these documents he 
will prove that some of the leading lawyers 
of the New York bar have been guilty of 


| the most atrocious deceit and cruelty and of 


conspiracy against his liberty and property. 
He will show further, he says, that some dis- 
tinguished citizens, including several of his 
own near relatives, have been guilty of flat 
perjury. 

Chanler’s book and his renewed personal 
activity are taken to mean that, after long 
preparation, he has enlisted for a strenuous 
warfare against the lunacy laws of New 
York, but more especially against members 
of His own family and others who were 
instrumental in having him declared a lunatie 
end incompetent, for the recovery of his prop- 
erty into his own keeping, and the judicial 
confirmation of his competency and right to 
manage himself. 

Inci@entally he proposes to show that ad- 
vantage was taken of him while he was sup- 
posed to be helpless, and that the property

New York, Oct. 16.4#[Special.]—Mrs. Jeffer- 
gon Davis, widow of the man who was presi- 
dent of the confederate states, is cricically 
ill with pneumonia at the Hotel Majeetic. 
Late tonight word came from her roome that 
physicians feared she could not possibly live 
more than a few hours longer. 

A relative said, however, that until death 
actually came he should have hopes on ac- 
count of Mrs. Davis’ marvelous vitality, 
which had asserted itself on more than one 
occasion in illnesses apparently as serious ae 


the present one. 


Relatives Are Summoned. 

Early this afternoon Mrs. Davis was ob- 
served by her physicians, Dr. Robert H. 
Wylie and Dr. Webb, the latter the husband 
of one of her granddaughters, to be sinking 
rapidly. One of those unexpected develop- 
ments in pneumonia had come, and they ad- 
vised that all the relatives near at hand be 
summoned to New York and those at a dis- 
tance be notified of what they feared was 
Mrs. Davis’ approaching death. 

Mrs. Davis went to the Majestica week ago 


upon returning from the Adirondacks, where 


she had spent most of the summer. The day 
she moved there she was stricken with a cold 
which induced pneumonia. 

Mrs. J. Addison Hayes, only surviving 
daughter of Mrs. Davis, J. Addison Hayes, 
and W. D. Hayes, a grandson, of Colorado 
Springs, and Dr. and Mrs. Webb are at the 
bedside of Mrs. Davis. Jefferson Hayes 
Davis, another grandson, a student at Prince- 
ton, was summoned during the evening. 


Past 80 Years Old. 

During the latter part of Mrs. Davis’ life 
her grandchildren ‘have been a constant 
source of pleasure to her. She wae 80 years 
old on May 7 last. 

In late years Mrs. Davis’ life had been 
gad@ened by the loss of her daughter, Winnie, 
who died in September, 1895, at Narragansett 
Pier, R. I. Mother and daughter were de- 
voted to each other. There were five other 
children besides Winnie, the daughter of 
the confederacy,’’ the only one now living 
being Mrs. J. Addison Hayes.

The 
Plans were so complete that they even pro- 
vided for caring for the soldiers’ feet, a thing 
usually confided to officers on duty with the 
troops. 


Problem in Transport Question. 


over the transport question, only one govern- 
ment vessel, the Sumner, being available.

my a in Embarkation. 

OOK exactly twelve days for the em- 
barkation of 5,600 soldiers fh Cuba, — 
much of a showing when compared with Ger- 
many, for example, which once did a feat of 
this ind in six hours. But Germany has the 
advantage of a big army, so that it has at 
hand at the point of embarkation a large 
force, which can be hurried cn board ship 
at an instant's notice. A different condition 
exists with the American army, which is dis- 
tributed among posts far apart from each 
other. 

Take, for example, the troops which are 
| now in Cuba. They were stationed as far 
| south as Fort McPherson, Ga.; as far north 
as Fort Snelling, Minn.: as far east as Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vt.; and as far west as Van- 
couver, Wash. It takes time to mobilize 
these forces at one point, oreover, in Ger- 
many the railroads are tre government’s, 
so, in war or maneuvgrs, troop trains have 
the right of way. Some of the soldiers en 
route to Newport News for embarkation for 
Cuba were side tracked for other trains. 

One of the most serious features of the war 
with Spain was the congestion of troops at 
Tampa, Fla, This was avoided in the Cuban 
affair by the use of Newport News, Va., with 
its better railroad facilities and wider har- 
bor, and also by a wise order for troops to 
sail as soon after arrival as possible. 

Navy Great Lift for Army. 

The army benefited greatly by the navy’s 
preparedness, for if the latter had failed to 
occupy strategic points the disarmament of 
the Cubans would have been a matter of 
grave difficulty and the pacification of the 
island would have become a far more serious 
task. The navy does not get enough praise 
for its high efficiency. The general board, 
of which Admiral Dewey is president, has 
contributed largely to this satisfactory con- 
dition by the constant maneuvers it plans 
and by the strategic schemes it has adopted 
for every contingency. 

Both the army and navy, the president will 
say, have shown high efficiency. But the 
important lesson to remember is that in fu- 
ture emergencies or Wars, as in the present 
Cuban imbroglio, it is the navy which must 
take the initiative, and if it be sufficiently 
formidable and effective not only will it drive 
home the entering wedge for the army but 
it may be able to insure peace before the 
army moves.

EXPLOSION IN ENGLISH MINE; 
25 KILLED, 200 ENTOMBED. 


Firedamp Supposed to Have Caused 
Fatal Blast at Durham—Impriscned 
Men Thought to Be Safe. 


DURHAM, England, Oct. 15.—As a result 
of an explovion in the Wingate coal mine last 
night twenty-five miners were killed and 200 
are temporarily entombed. The cause is sup- 
posed to have been firedamp. 

Soon after the disaster crowds of half-clad 
people were —— toward the mine and 
there were rending scenes. The first 
dead to be bri t out were mostly old men, 
who had been employed as shifters and stone 
men. Eighty men were brought out alive. 
Many of these, however, were in a critical 
condition. Later supplies of coffee and sand- 
wiches were passed in to those stil entombed. 

The shaft is still blocked with wreckage, 
but the ventilation is good and it is hoped that 
all the entombed men will be rescued during 
the night.

BY CRAFT IN 200 MILE VOYAGE. 
Fourteen of the Big Aa Which 

Aacendea from Near Berlin on Sun- 
day Reported— Most of Them Cir- 
cled Around Over German Terri- 
tory Within a Radius of Ope Hun- 
dred and Fifty Miles—One Staid 

Up for Twenty-two Hours. 


BERLIN, Oct. 15.—Fourteen of the seven- 
teen balloons which started from Tegel, near 
here, yesterday in the race for Emperor Will- 
iam’s cup have been reported landed, only 
the Helliog, Vienna Aero club, Dr. Sehlem, 
aeronaut; the Sohnke, Munich Air Naviga- 
tion club, Dr. Emden; and the Frankin, 
Frankisht Airship club, Carl Hochstetter, 
not having been heard from. 

It appears to be certain at this moment 
that the Ernest, the smallest of the balloons, 
680 cubic meters, Berlin Air’ Navigation so- 
ciety, Dr. Brockelmann, has won the contest, 
as it landed at Brieg, Austria, 200 miles 
away. ma 

Results Are Disappointing. 

The results have been comparatively dis- 
appointing. The balloons made good progress 
until they reached Bohemia, where they 
struck a region of high barometric pressure. 
The atmosphere wag almost without motion, 
and the balloons drifted about in various 
directions, some of them crossing back into 
Germany.

Congress of League of Russian People 
Wires Emperor Declaring They 
Alone Can Save Country. 


KIEV, Oct. 15.—The first action taken by 
the congress of the League of the Russian 
People, which opened last night under the 
presidency of Viadimir Gringmuth, editor 
and publisher of the Moscow Viedomosti,

The antipathy of the reactionaries towards 
count de Witte, former premier. was ex- 
pressed again at the meeting today in a 
speech by Gringmuth, which was received 
with enthusiasm. The congress passed a vote 
of thanks to M. Dubrovine for his initiative 
in founding the Black Hundreds in St. Pe- 
tersburg and his pioneer work in opposing 
count de Witte during his premiership. 


ACTS IN WAR STORES SCANDAL. 


British. Military Office Exonerates Gen. 
Lyttelton, but Censures Other 
Army Men. 


LONDON, Oct. 15.— The war office issued 
tonight. its decisions in the cases of officers 
involved in the South African war stores 
scandals. Gen. Sir Neville Gerald Lyttel- 
ton, chief of the general staff and first mil 
tary member of the army council, is exon- 
erated, Secretary of War Haldane and the 
army council arriving at the conclusion that 
it was beyond human possibility for Gen. 
Lyttelton to supervise the system of supply 
while his whole energies were being devoted 
to commanding the troops. 

Several officers are censured and others 
retired with and without the pay allowed 
retired officers. Many others are exonerated 
and restored to service. 

A note appended to the decisions states that 
in all the cases full allowance has been made 
for defects in the supply system, as well as 
for the effect on the men of the long arid 
severe strain of active service. The con- 
tractors, it was charged, bought stores at 
absurdly low prices and resold them to the 
military authorities at enormous profits, en-

“ALL DEBTS PAID,” Is DEMAND 
OF ANNA GOULD’S COUNT. 


No . in Sight, Though Case 
Is to Come On. for Trial in Paris 
Tomorrow—Castellane Insists That 
Even Usurers’ Demands Be Settled 
and Will Net Be Satisfied with Big 
Allowanee from Wife—Delay in 
Trial Probable When It Is Called, 


PARIS, Oct. 15.—On the eve of the trial on 
Oct. 17 of the sult for divorce brought by 
the countess of Castellane against Count 
Bonl, no compromise has been effected. The 
count has refused the offer made in behalf 
of the countess to settle a fixed income on 
him. The amount is not ascertainable, but 
is described as “ exceedingly liberal, in ac- 
cordance with the countess’ generous conduct 
throughout the affair.’’ The count insists on 
the liquidation of all his old debts, to which, 
it is stated, the countess’ family would never 
agree. 

In view of the failure te settle this point it 
is practically certain that the count on 
Wednesday will seek delay, but the count 
counsel, who are ready for trial, are confidént 
that he will not secure a postponement for 
longer than two weeks. If the case is post- 
poned they will endeavor to secure a similar 
postponement of the creditors’ case on Oct. 
24, which the count wants to have decided 
first. 

When the issue finally comes to trial the 
countess’ lawyers expect to get a decree on 
documentary evidence which will be sub- 
mitted and thus avoid an appearance in court. 
But if the court is not satisfied the French 
procedure is to order an Inquiry,“ to which 
witnesses will be summoned. 


DEFENDS IRON CHANCELLOR 
AGAINST RECENT ATTACKS. 


Nephew of Crispi Denies Anti-Aus- 
trian Attitude as Charged in Mem- 
oirs of Late Von Hohenlohe. 


ROME, Oct. .16.—The Giornale di Italia this 
morning publishes an article by Palamenghi 
Crispi, a nephew cf the late Italian states- 
man, in denial of the anti-Austrian attitude 
of Prince Bismarck, as set forth in the re- 
cently published memoirs of the late Chan- 
cellor von Hohenlohe. In support of his con- 
tention the writer gives a passage from Cris- 
pi’s diary not hitherto published, reporting 
a conversation between Crispi and Bismarck. 
This passage is as follows: 

Bismarck made an exposition of his gen- 
to Germany. He 
wishes peace, and is sorry that the powers, 
Russia and France, can disturb peace. He 
does not fear these powers, thetriple alHance 
belng a guarantee of peace. He did his ut- 
most to have Russia friendly, but falled. In 
1878 he 3 responsibility for the con- 
gress of Berlin 4nd endeavored to render its 
consequences less painful for the Russian 
emperor.’’ 


Poland Russia’s Weak Spot. 

“In return. Russia mas¢ed 200,000 soldiers on 
the Germam frontier, but Russia was not sure 
of her army because of the infiltration of 
revolutionists. Russia. seems invulnerable, 
but Poland is her weak point. Austria is liked 
in Poland, and if the Poles could rise they 
could easily emancipate themselves and form 
an autonomous state under an Austrian 
archduke. The Russian emperor is not fa 
vorably incline@toward war, and the Russian | 
occupation of Bulgaria would be a mistake, 
as Austria could then attack Russia from 
Transylvania. 

“Germany is not interested in Bulgaria if 
France remains tranquil, but otherwise she 
would take up arms. Bismarck does not 
doubt the loyalty of Austria. He favors the 
grouping of Italy, Austria, and England, 
wishing these countries to be in accord so as 
to make thgir authority felt. If peace is dis- 
turbed in the orient Germany would stand 
by her allies to the rear guard.“ 

This passage is reproduced in Francesco 
Crispi’s own handwriting.

COLMAR, Germany, Oct. 15.—Prince Alex- 
ander, younger son of the late Chancellor Ho- 
hemlohe, resigned today as district governor 
of Alsace-Lorraine because of the kaiser’s 
offense at the publication of the first Hohen- 
lohe letters. 


HURRICANE REFORMS ISLANDS. 


Central American Storm Changes the 
Look of Country and Does Million 
Dollar Damage to Crops. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 15.—Damage of 
fully $1,000,000, including the partial demoli- 
tion of a town near Blueflelds, Nicaragua, 
was done by a hurricane on the coast of Cen- 
tral America, which was reported by a brief 
wireless message last night. Advices today 
to the United Fruit company say that prob- 
ably no loss of life occurred. Little and 
Great Corn islands were swept bare of vege- 
tation and even their topography altered. 
On the mainland rubber and banana crops 
were destroyed and plantations blown down.

family has long worshiped. 

Fraulein Krupp and Lieut: von Bohlen, be- 
fore the wedding, announced their joint gift 
of $250,000 to the workmen’s invalid fund and 
Frau Krupp gave notice that she had do- 
nated another $250,000 to the same fund and 
125 acres of land on which to build economi- 
cal model dwellings. The bridegroom ac- 
companied his portion of the gifts by the as- 
surance that he would perpetuate the per- 
sonal relations with the working people main- 
tained by Alfred and Frederich Krupp. 

The emperor sat with the Krupp amily 
while the simple Lutheran marriage service 
was performed and then stepped forward and 
congratulated the bride and bridegroom. 

Kaiser Gives Sage Advice. 

At the wedding breakfast, which was 
served at the conclusion of the ceremony, the 
emperor drank the health of the bride. His 
|majesty addressed the bride as his 
dear daughter,“ and alludedto her saint- 
ed father, the good genius of the arms fac- 
tory, unrivaled in the world.” 

The emperor conferred on the bridegroom 
the right to use the name Krupp von Bohlen 
und Halbach.” 

The bride wore a princess robe of heavy, 
ivory tinted crépe de chine, with panels of 
point de Venise, and a four yard train. The 
vell was of Brussels lace and tulle. She wore 
myrtle bibssoms on her head and had a few 
sprays of these flowers at her waist. 

Arthur Krupp, father of her cousin, gave 
away the bride, who was attended by her 
sister Barbara. Lieut. von Bohlen’s brother 
acted as his best man. The couple after- 
ward left by special train for Krupp’castle, 
at Rheineck, on the Rhine, where the honey- 
moon will be passed. The bride’s traveling 
dress was a severely simple gray cloth cos- 
tume. f 

No Shutdown of Works. 

The wedding guests included six foremen 
and fourteen men from the Krupp works, but 
the workmen generally were not given a hol- 
iday in honor of the wedding. 

Fraulein Krupp, considered the richest 
woman in the world, though in no sense a 
beauty, is described by those who know her 
as a healthy looking. robust girl, who does 
not differ | in character or manners from 
thousands of other carefully reared young 
German women in affluent circumstances. 

Her wealth is estimated at more than $100,- 
000,000. She is mistress of 63,000 workers, 
and owns 560 mines in Germany alone. Be- 
sides she has scores of stone quarries and gun 
and armor works at Magdeburg and at Essen, 
the latter sai@to be worth $75,000,000. 

In all ber twenty years, Fraulein Krupp’s 
life has been extremely simple. With her 
18 year old sister, Barbara, she was brought 
up and educated at her father’s country 
place, which toak 500 men four years to build. 
Although only three miles from Essen they 
seldom went thither. 

Fraulein Krupp met Lieut. von Bohlen when 
he was first secretary of the Prussian lega- 
tion at the vatican. He is 36 years old. 


SIX NEAR NIAGARA’S BRINK 
RESCUED BY MAN IN LAUNCH. 


Party Swept Into Rapids After Boat 
Becomes Disabled Picked Up Within 
Short Distance of Falls. 


Niagara Falls, N. T., Oct. 15.—A naphtha 
launch containing a party of six men and 
women was swept into the rapids and within 
half a mile of the brink of the falls late to- 
night. They were saved from the plunge over 
the cataract by Albert Greenwood of Chip- 
pewa, Ont., who brought them ashore in his 
launch, 

The party consisted of Capt. Charles B.

Strong Box of G. Louis Boissevain, a 
New York Banker, Looted in Heart 
of Richest Section of Mount Kisco. 


New York, Oct. 15.—[Special.]—The sum- 
mer home of G. Louis Boisseyain, situated in 
the heart of the millionaire colony at Mount 
Kisco, N. Y., was robbed on Thursday night 
of more than $20,000 in jewels and cash.

“ Unless you tell us, said one of the men,

mean to get every cent in the house.“ 


„Shows Robbers Where Money Is. 

For a moment Mrs. Jolesch hesitated, but 
she was assured the thugs would carry out 
their threat when the second robber appeared 
from thé bedroom carrying her baby. She 
led the way to a trunk, and told the men the 
money was in the bottom. 

“Tt is all we have, she pleaded. ‘ Won't 
you leave enough for at least a month’s rent? 
My husband is poor, and this is what I have 
saved during many months, It means much 
more to us than I can tell.” 

For answer she was struckia blow in the 
face and commanded to keep quiet.” After 
the robbers had taken the money a thorough 
search of the house was made, but nothing of

DOCTOR ENDS LIFE WITH GAS 
AFTER UNDERGOING OPERATION 
Wife of M. Gaylord Pingree Discovers 


Body in Bathroom—Sufferer for Ten 
Years with Chronic Ailment. 


After suffering ter years of a chronic all- 
ment, Dr. M. Gaylord Pingree, a practicing 
physician in Chicago for over thirty years, 
and a cousin of former Gov. Hazen S. Pingree 
of Michigan, committed suicide last night at 
his home, 5215 Indiana avenue, by locking 
himself in a bathroom and turning on the gas. 
Dr. Pingree underwent an operation a week 
ago at the South Side hospital. Last week 
his sufferings were intense, and it is the be- 
lief of his relatives that he reached the de- 
cision to kill himself at that time. 

Dr. Pingree is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Frances Pingree, two sons, Ralph and Earl, 
who are in business in Salt Lake City, and a 
daughter, Elisabeth, who is a kindergarten 
worker fn a south side school. 

Mrs. Pingree found her husband's body after 
she returned in the evening from a trip down- 
town.

MAN JEALOUS OF ROOMER 


John L. Aleopa Attacks Wife 
with Butcher Knife Before 
She Kills Him. 


In the presence of her daughter and a party 
of children Mrs. Sarah Alcopa shot and killed 


her husband, John L. Aloopa, shortly after | 


midnight last night, at their home, 185% Wal- 
nut street. 

The shots were fired to save her own life. 
Alcopa was chasing her around the house 
with a butcher knife, and she ran into her 
bedroom, took a revolver from the dresser, 
and fired two shots, one striking the man in 
the left temple and the other in the lung. 
He died matantly. 

Alcopa was a cigarmaker, 80 years old. His. 
Wife is 39, and there are two children, Bvan- 
geline, aged 9, and John, aged 2. To help eke 
out the family income they rented a room 
to & man named John Minerino. 


Tragedy Due to Jealousy. 

Minerino was the cause of some quarreling + 
between Alcopa and his wife, the husband 
accusing her of showing too much fondnese 
for the roomer. ‘These quarrels were of short 
duration, neighbors say, and never, apparent> 
ly, serious. : 

Last night Mre. Alcopa had arranged a 
little children's party for her daughter, the 
occasion being the child’s birthday. Alcopa | 
went away early in the evening and the chil- 
dren passed the time playing games, not no- 
ticing that it was getting late. Shortly after 
midnight Alcopa entered. He appeared to 
be intoxicated and began scolding his wife. 
She begged him to be silent because of the 
presence of the children. This appeared to 
enrage him still more, and, mentioning the 
name of Minerino, he picked up a buteher 
knife and started for his wife. 


Children Flee in Terror. | 

The children ran screaming into the street, 
and Mrs.-Alcopa, seeing her life was in dane | 
ger, hutried for the revolver. Her husband, 
ignoring her warning, started to tHrow him- 
self upon her, knife in hand, when she fired 
and he fell dead. 

Neighbors called the police, who arrested 
Mrs. Alcopa and took her to the Desplaines 


Foreman Shot and Killed. 

Angry at being discharged from the em- 
ployment of the drainage canal, Antoni As- 
fronta, an Italian laborer, shot and instantly 
killed William Cheney, a foreman on the 
works near Lockport. Cheney was married 
and lived in Lockport, III., with his wife and 
three children. 

The murderer attempted to escape, but was 
seized by Marshal Edward J. Cohen and sév- 
eral employés of the district and taken tn a 
buggy to jail. . 

Two hundred residents of Lockport, IL, 
hurried to the scene when news of the mur- 
der réached them, and the authorities feared 
for a time that Asfronta would be lynched. 

Asfronta had been earning $1.50 a day 
while working on the canal. Other men 
doing more skilled labor were paid 52. Ar- 
fronta demanded of Foreman Cheney that 
he pay him §2 a day, but was discharged last 
Saturday and told to leave the premises. He 
left and was not seen till yesterday morning, 
when he appeared suddenly and shot Cheney 
through the heart. 


Kills Woman and Himself. 

After their marriage plans had been aban- 
doned because of a quarrel, Charles Williams, 
aged 88, shot and killed Mamie Nichols, aged 
27, and then killed himself in a drug store at 
2842 Archer avenue during the day. Both are 
negroes. Both lived at 2001 Dearborn street. 

John Strajcak, 62 years old, 926 West Eight - 
eenth street, was arrested by the Hinman 
street police on the charge of attempting 
to murder his wife. 

Mrs. Anna Strajcak was taken to the county 
hospital on Sunday suffering from arsenical 
poisoning. She told the police her husband 
placed the poison in her coffee. She re-

ALD. CULLERTON THE VICTIM 


S. J. Roskosz Alleged to Have Offered 
This as Justification for Attempt to 
Extort Money from Father Lange. 


A story that Ald. Cullerton once paid $5,000 
hush money was told on the witness stand 
by Attorney P. J..O’Keeffe in Justice Wolff's 
court yesterday. 

The statement was made at the hearing 
of the case against 5. J. Roskosz and Dan 
Dameski, who are said to have attempted to 
extort money from Father F. F. Lange by 
charging improper relations between the 
clergyman and Dameki's wife. 

„ Roskosz admitted im my office that his 
suit against Father Lange was a holdup,” 
testified O'Keeffe. He said that Damski 
had secured money from a man in Milwau- 
kee in a similar manner. 

„He sald that several years ago Ed Cul- 
lerton was about to run for office as alder- 
man, and two men who claimed they knew 
something of Cullerton’s past received 33. 
000 hush money. Roskosz asserted that he 
had demanded $2,000 from Cullerton on pen- 
alty of exposing the secret and that he was 
giver the money.” 

Father Lange took the stand and said Mrs. 
Damski often called, as did other members 
of the parish, to ask advice. She often 
complained of her husband not being able 
to support the family. 

Father Lange will be cross examined today 
by attorneys for the defendants. 


ANTI-CIGARET MEASURE IS UP. 


Committee Hears Lucy Page Gaston’s 
Proposed Ordinance and Refers 
It to the Council. 


The ordinance of Lucy Page Gaston, 
president of the Anti-Cigaret league, which 
prohibits the distribution of cigarets or cig- 
aret papers in the city, came before the 
council judiciary subcommittee yesterday. 
Although they considered it too drastic 
they agreed to recommend the ordinance to 
the judiciary committee if the corporation 
counsel declares it can be enacted and en- 
forced.

BROUWER HRLPS HIS CASE 


NEW JERSEY DOCTOR WEAKENS 
WIFE MURDER CHARGES.

Parries Attempts of Prosecution to 
Prove Mrs. Brouwer Was Jealous 
ef Him or That He Was Attentive 
to Other Women—Admits He Was 
Unable to Diagnose Case, Guessing 
Successively at Meningitis, Uremic 
Poisoning, and Bright’s Disease. 


Toms River, N. J., Oct. 15.—[Special.}]—Dr. 
Frank Brouwer spent some long hours on the 
witness stand this afternoon fighting single 
handed the state’s attorneys, who seek to 
hang him on a charge of murder. 

The courtroom was jammed. Miss Hyer and 
her brothers, the most persistent accusers of 
the doctor, were in their places. Miss Dudley. 
the nurse, and Miss McClenahan, a young 
woman whose name figured prominently in 
the case, were sitting well down in front. 

After the defendant took the oath he seated 
himself in the witness chair with his hands 
folded and his eyes half closed. At first he 
answered questions indistinctly, but when his 
attention was directed to the charges made 
by Miss Elizabeth Hyer he sat up straight and 
began to shoot back answers in a tense, hard 
voice. 

Miss Hyer testified on the stand that you 
twitted your wife on her poverty before she 
married you, said Attorney Carmichael for 
the defense. Is that true!“ 

That is a fdisehood,”’ replied the witness. 
** We were both too poor before our marriage 
to permit my making any such unn re- 
mark. 

* IT never told Elizabeth Hyer that I had lost 
respect for my wife. I never told her I 
thought of getting a divorce. Those state- 
ments by her are untruths.“ 


Details Wife’s Last Illness. 


night before Mrs. Brouwer was taken ill 
she ate canned soup and corn, meat and pota- 
toes, cottage cheese, bread and butter, and 
watermelon, and drank some beer. Late 
that night, he said, Mrs. Brouwer also ate 
three onion sandwiches and drank a cold 
bottle of beer, and just before she went to bed 
she also ate a large piece of cold watermelon, 

The last seven days of Mrs. Brouwer’s ill- 
ness were variable ones, the witness said. 
One day she was better, the next day worse. 

Attorney Carmichael brought his examina- 
tion to a close with a, series: of questions 
framed to bring a categorical denial to each 
accusation against his client. 

Did you ever, at any time, administer 
arsenic to your wife?“ 

“As God is my witness, no,” replied the 
doctor, half rising from his chair, and speak- 
ing each word with stactato emphasis. As 
his attorney put the same question for strych- 
nine and ground glass the physician answered 
shortly in the negative. 

Attorney Johnston, who has done Most of 
the cross examining for the prosecution, then 
began to interrogate Dr. Brouwer. 

“Was your wife jeclous of your attentidhs 
to other women? 


No Cause for Her Jealousy. 

“Why, no. She was curious, as ary 
woman might be, and wanted to know who 
came to my office and why. But I never 
gave her cause for jealousy.“ 

“Don't ‘you know," snapped Attorney 
Johnston, “that your wife was jealous of 
Miss Meclenahan? 

No, I do not,“ replied the witness. 

Attorney Johnston then, mentioned the 
name of Miss Kearns, whom the prosecution 
vainly sought as a witness, and asked ques- 
tions concerning the doctor’s friendship with 
her. Dr. Brouwer refused to admit any re- 
lationship between them that might have 
given Mrs. Brouwer cause for jealousy. 

Dr. Brouwer denied any possible relation 
between the administering of nourishment, 
a duplicate of which was made in the court 
room on Friday, and the subsequent convul- 
sions his wife endured. 

The net result of the cross examination 
seemed to be that the prosecution had failed 
to make any stronger the slender theory of 
a motive that it holds prompted the doctor 
to murder his wife, but it succeeded in this 
important point: 

The accused physician, who was closest in 
attgndance on his wife of any of the physi- 
cians or nurses, could not say definitely what 
was the cause of death. 

Counsel for the defense have built their 
ease on the hypothesis that Mrs. Brouwer 
died from ptomaite poisoning. On the stand 

this afternoon Dr. Brouwer said he thought 
nis wife's aflment ‘at various times to be 
Brißht's disease, cholera morbus,:uremfe poi- 
soning, and spinal meningitis.

BLAZE AFTER GASOLINE EXPLO-

Gasoline stored in a garage icone late 
last night and caused a fire which damaged 
property to the extent of $50,000. Two men 
were rescued, a policeman was partly over- 
come by smoke, and several persons were 
driven from their apartments. 

The explosion and fire were in the Claren- 
don garage, 2001 Clarendon ayenue. Ten 
automobiles were burned, 


The Rescued, 
BREBEL, OLE, owner of the garage. 
BRETT, STANLEY, a chauffeur. 

Both men were asleep in the garage. 
Spontaneous combustion, which exploded a 
quantity of gasoline, is believed to have 
started the blaze. After burning the garage, 
the fire spread to a two story frame building 
at 2005 Clarendon avenue, forcing the family 
of Louis Demlow to flee to the street in scant 
attire. 


Dr. Sauer a Hero, 

Dr. H. Edward Sauer, 1208 Sheridan road, 
proved himself a hero at the risk of being 
cremated in the doomed building, which was 
rocked by repeated explosions of gasoline. 
He was returning home in his buggy after 
visiting a patient, and as he was passing the 
garage he heard an explosion and turned-to 
the door of the place. 

Me knocked, and when he received no reply 
he broke open a window, cutting both his 
hands. He crawled through this opening 
and, groping“his way through the smoke 
filled place, reached the side of the building 
where he knew Brebel and Brett slept. After 
some difficulty he aroused the men and as- 
sisted them to the street. 


Policeman Is Overcome, 

Several explosions followed, and before the 
firemen reached the place it was almost de- 
stroyed. The flre already had spread to the 
dyehouse owned by Demlow, but this blaze 
was extinguished before it had gained much 
headway.

New York Organization All Wrought

New York, Oct. 18.— [Special. Just when 
everybody was beginning to believe the trou- 
ble was ended between Hearst and Tam- 
many hall over nominations on the local 
ticket, particularly with reference to can- 
didates for judicial places, a statement of 
the democratic candidate for governor that 
he will not stand for two of the Tammany 
candidates already nominated under the 
agreement between Charles F. Murphy and 
the managérs of the Independence league 
fell like a bombshell. 

News that the agreement would not be 
carried out in full came early this morning 
when the executive committee of the league, 
after a long session, gave out a statement 
that it would not indorse John J. Brady, a 
close friend of Borough President Haften, 
who is a candidate for supreme court jus- 
tice, or Francis F. McAvoy, brother of Thom- 
as F. McAvoy, who was put up for the Court 
of General Sessions by the Tammany con- 
vention. 

Demands Tammanyites Quit. 

To make the blow stronger Hearst tas in- 
sisted that Matthew P. Breen, a city magis- 
trate who was turned down in the Tam- 
many convention, be nominated in place of 
Brady, and that Otto Rosalsky, republican 
candidate for the Court of General Sessions, 
be indorsed insteaa of McAvoy. 

Hearst is friendly to Rosaisky because the 
latter, who was serving as judge by appoint- 
ment, was strenuous in his efforte to get 
a grand jury to indict members of the ice 
trust when their case was up for considera- 
tion last stimmer. 


Conners Sees Editor’s Manages. 

Chairman William J. Conners of the demo- 
cratic state committee appeared suddenly in 
William R. Hearst’s headquarters at the 
Gilsey house at midnight tonight, and im- 
mediately went into conference with Hearst's 
campaign manager, Max Ihmsen. Conners’ 
visit to the Gdlsey house is believed to be for 
the purpose of delivering an ultimatum to 
Hearst, @manding that third ticket hominees 
in New York county be pulled off. 

Congressman James M. Griggs, chairman 
of the national congressional committee, 
called at the Victoria hotel during the evening 
and had a long talk with Chairman Conners, 
When Congreesman Griggs left the chair- 
man’s room he appeared extremely angry.

Plenty of leaders in the hall are outspoken 
ir their denunciation of Hearst and his man- 
agers,and said they would not support him if 
he did not cease to tamper with the judicial 
ticket.

Eckie” 
has not worked hard on his art lately, but 
opened the eyes of the dormant rooters with 
some ä kicks. 

He stood on the thirty-five yard line and 
sent the ball over the upright with late season 
skill. All possible angles were tried and the 
ball sailed as true as an arrow in three- 
fourthe of the attempts.

“I believe one set of backs and ends should 
last through an entire game under the new 
rules, although many have expressed a con- 
trary opinion. Injuries will be no more fre- 
quent than usual and there is no reason why 


there should be a double set of backs and 


ends. 

What Chicago needs now is some clever 
ends. I am not discouraged by the work of 
Steffen, Finger, and Iddings as backs, but we 
must have some talent on the ends.“

Watson away from the University of Illinois. 

I wish to say this statement is absolutely false 
and malicious. 

I have never used any means 10 persuade Mr. 
Watson to leave the University of Illinois and 
enter the University of Chicago. I have never writ- 


sitice his entering the University of Illinois. 

I have never spoken to Mr. Watson about enter- 

ing the University of Chicago nor has he ever 
spoken to me either before or since his entering 
‘the University of Illinois, nor have I used any agent 
for this purpose. Further, I did not know that Mr. 
Watson had entered the University of Chicago 
until after it was announced in the newspapers 
that he hed matriculated. 
I desire to state that I am and that I always 
have been unequivocally opposed to the practice 
of persuading an athlete to leave one university 
for another, and I have always acted on this prin- 
ciple.

A week ago last Saturday Watson made a trip 
to Chicago. Last Friday he packed up and left. 
He kept his intentions a secret. Where he resided, 
it is said that Watson had spoken of efforts being 
made by the University of Chicago to get him 
there. That ts all I know. Watson was the best 
freshman track candidate. He certainly left under 
peculiar circumstances.

The first game was won and lost by the 
‘close score of two to one It was lost 
by an apparently surprising exhibition of 


bad judgment on the part of some of the 


Cubs, who seemed to think they could 
lose a game or two and still win. If they 
were laboring under any such delusion 
they probably now entertain a different 
Opinion. It didn’t need more than one 
game to convince them and every one else 
that the Sox were not a team to be trifled 
with, and that no club could play the ent 
and mouse game with them. If the Cubs 
had won that first game they might still 
have not secured. the championship,. but 
all seven of the games would have been 


hotly cotitested, and the chances would 


have been even until the end. 

It is not profitable to indulge in specu- 
lation of what.“ might have been” and 
isn’t. - The best team won, and won on 
its merits, and no one will more cheer- 
fully accord to it the palm of superiority 
than the club which did not win, however 
confidently it may think it should have 
done 80. 

Though the flag of the world’s cham- 
plonship deservedly floats over the Sox’s 
grounds, it must be conceded to the Cubs 
that they made a strong, steady, persist- 
ent fight through a season in which every 
other club in the National league was de- 
feated so decisively that not one of them 
could win more than seven of the twenty- 
two games in each series. They not only 
won two out of every three games played 
but they also won more games in a year 
than any other club in any league ever 
did before. They must be content with 
the laurels they have won and which just- 
ly belong to them. 

Coneeding the higher honor to the south 
siders for the great victory they have won 
under trying conditions and against great 
odds, the west siders must be content with 
the honors which also have come to them, 
and come justly. For the world’s cham- 
pionship they must pick their flints and 
try again, and hope for “ better luck next 
time.”

THE TAXIMETER. 
As a result of the discussions regarding | 
the extortion of Chicago cab drivers and 
their unwillingness to conform to the city 
regulations as set forth on @ printed card 
giving the legal charges for service, there 
is a proposition to introduce taximeters on 
bs. This sort of device is quite gener- 
ally used in continental cities and has 
proved its worth to cabman and traveler 
alike. To the one it has meant increased 
patronage and a satisfied public. To the 
other it has meant increased contentment 
and assurance of freedom ftom dispute or 
extortion. Th contrast in charges of 
cabmen is so great when a continental city 
is compared with an American that the 
subject is one well werth consideration by 
aldermen. 
The form of the taximeter varies in dif- 


| ferent places, but its practical working is 


the same everywhere. It is a device which 
registers the distance traveled and the 
amount due from the patron, a ¢lock com- 
bination covering time charges. There is 
little opportunity for the driver to tamper 
with the mechanism, and the reports of its 
suecess where it is used aré tniformly 
favorable. By means of sundry attach- 
ments quite a number of items, including

sition is due entirely to the acts of cabmen 


themselves, If they dealt fairly with their | 


patrons no one would ever have Wished to 
restrain them. There is 06 reason why 
the taximeter should get out of order in 
Chicago any more than in the many other 
cities where its use has been an unquall- 
fied success. The initial expense may 
easily be charged to the investment in any 
undertaking where au income is sought. 
It will soon come back with increased 
patronage. The location of the mechanism 
in plain sight of the patron may easily be 
covered by law. The plan is entirely 
feasible and will have its manifest advan- 
tages for all concerned. 

The fixing of the scale of charges is the 
important thing. It is fair to say that the 
American charge ought not to be the same 
as the European. We wish our people to 
live better than those in the same business 
live abroad. The cost of maintenance is 
higher here. The people are more accus- 
tomed to street ear travel, this redueing 
the number of possible patrons. The pri- 
mary charge should be not less than 25 
cents and the extra charge for short or 
long distances and by the hour should be 
fairly arranged. With a proper schedule 
of rates the taximeter is absolutely equi- 
table both to the cabman the public; 
and it adds immensely to. the business of 
the cabs. A known rate of fare, ample pro- 
t@&tion from extortion, prompt arrest for 
violators, and a willingness on the part of 
the cabmen to please patrons would make 
the business much more profitable than It 
is. ‘This has been the experience abroad; 
it would be the experience here. 

The taximeter has proved a success 
abroad. It will prove one here. 


THE INSANITY OF BASEBALL. 

While it might appear from conversa- 
tions overheard in public places, from 
newspaper columns, and from a certain 
atmospheric agitation that the entire com- 
munity has surrendéred itself to the Intoxi- 
cation of the baseball series just termi- 
nated, there is still a reasonably large 
element of the population that cannot fully 
comprehend the madness of baseball fa- 
naticism. To such sane reasoners, howbeit 
equally ingane in other directions, this wild 
enthusiasm is the height of folly, and they 
would gladly cure the delirium of their 
fellow citizens and restore, as they think, 
the balance of reason. They do not stop 
to consider that the sufferer is doubtless 
happier with his madness than without it. 

Horace relates a story of a man of 
Argos who, otherwise sane, was wont to 
betake himself to an empty theater, and 
there revel in the fancied presentation of 
stirring dramas. When his sympathizing 
friends put him under treatment and re- 
stored his reason, he bitterly complained 
that then had rendered no service since 
they had deprived him of his greatest 
enjoyment and had taken from him, against 
his will, a most delightful phantasy. The 
learned Dr. Erasmus inveighed against all 
eures for “that grateful species of in- 
sanity from which naught but pleasure is 
derived,” and contended sturdily that no 
one is free or wishes to be free from 
“delectable insanity” of one species or 
another. 

The man who is constantly talking base- 
ball is no more insane perhaps than he 
who is continually prating of books. Each 
may be obnoxious to the other and each 
may pity the other as a monomaniac. Yet 
both are peculiarly happy and content with 
their affliction. The baseball maniac may 
be a trifle more riotous im blocking the 
streets and impeding traffic than the book 
maniac, hence he has a larger amount of 
pleasure in eomradeship and sympathetic 
association. To this extent also he may be 
more of a public nulsanee for the time 
being, but the very strength of his body- 
guard stands nobly in his defense. 

The baseball enthustast, like the man of 
Argos, would not be eured of hie madness 
if he could. Surely none #6 miserable as 
he Who, having expérienced the thrill of 
the psychological moment in baseball, finds 
himself weaned from his folly and no 


longer stimulated by a three base hit or 


the discussion thereof, To auch a man 
some of the allurements of Hfe are missing, 
and how lost is he if no other spécies of 
harmless insanity is developed? . The old 
philosophers are right. All the world is 
mad, whether as men raving over a ball 
game or talking politics, or as women 
struggling at the bargain counter or fight- 
ing a way to the polls. And the baseball 
maniac has one strong point in his favor: 
his season of lunacy is comparatively 
short.

Lach Fawcett, widow of the former Eng- 
lish coneul general and judge at Constanti- 
nople, has been gazetted as a bankrupt in 
London. Among her only assets are some un- 
redeemed notes bearing the signature of per- 
sons who had employed her services as 4@ 
marriage broker. As there are names of sev- 
eral peers, parliamentary officials, and Amer- 
ieans mixed up in these transactions; which 
are now to form the subject of a public in- 
vestigation by the bankruptcy court, some 
serious revelations may be expected. 

Lady Fawcett, it may be remembered, fig- 
ure@ag the principal matrimonial agent in the 
Townshend cause célébre, and as the person 
chiefly responsible for having brought about 
the marriage between the imbecile dwarf 
who bears the title of Marquis 
Townshend and the daughter of the 
bankrupt . lawyer and promoter, Suth- 
erst. Lady Faweett during the Town- 
shend trial came im for a vigorous and 
scathing denunciation by the presi@®ng judge, 
and Was likewise held up to obloquy by the 
press for her connection with the affair. 

The unenviable publicity which she won in 
the Townshend case naturally impaired her 
usefulness as a marriage broker. That is why 
she is now bankrupt. It remains to be seen 
whether the official consignee will be able to 
recover any money on the notes and written 
promises which she holds, for, although on 
the one hand they cannot strictly come under 
the head of an immoral obligation, as mar- 
riage is intended, they can hardly be described 
as reputable debts, or those which the courts 
of law would care to sanction officially. '

Labori, the famous French leader of the 
bar who so successfully championed the 
cause of Dreyfus, seems to have induced 
his client, the American born countess le 
Rodetiec, to abandon her prosecution of Alex- 
ander Gregr, formerly secretary of the Rus- 
sian embassy at Washington. This leaves the 
matter in an unsatisfactory condition, spe- 
clally for the Muscovite diplomat. 

But in abandoning the case the sexagena- 
rian countess and her 28 year old husband re- 
iterate their conviction that Gregr stole the 
ring. Unless he proceeds against them for 
Gamages for his imprisonment and for slan- 
der, he will remain under the imputation of 
being a thief. Indeed, if he does not imme- 
diately take some steps to clear himself, it 1s 
difficult to see how he can continue to hold 
even unattached rank in the diplomatic serv- 
ice of the czar or the office of a councilor of 
state. 

One of the most disagreeable features of the 
entire affair has been the manner in which 
certain of the Parisiati papers have inter- 
viewed the Gregr servants, obtaining from 
them and publishing all sorts of unpleasant 
and intimate details concerning their em- 
ployers. Though, on one hand, these revela- 
tions have served to strengthen the popular 
belief in the gullt of the diplomat, they have 
also excited some sympathy in his behalf, as 
there is none who can show up one's weak 
points and peculiarities in a more cruel light 
than one’s own domestic. In the days of an- 
client Rome there was a law which prohibited 
persons from lending ear to stories told by 
servants about their masters, and their testi- 
mony was of no account in law as witnesses 
Against thelr employers. It is greatly to be 
regretted that some such law could not be de- 
vised for the codes of the present day. 

— 

Incidentally, I may mention that some years 
ago a French admiral, who has since at- 
tained the highest rank In his profession, was 
staying at a country house in the west of 
France, when a valuable jewel belonging to 
his hostess disappeared and was found in 
his trunk. His hosts, determined above every- 
thing to avoid a scandal, did not even charge 
him with the theft or ask him for an ex- 
planation, contenting themselves with the 
recovery of the jewel. In fact, he left the 
house ignorant of the suspicions which they 
entertained towards him. 

A year afterwards one of their young rel- 
atives made a confession on her deathbed to 
the effect that, imbittered by the admtral's 
indifference to her advances during her stay 
under their roof, she herself had concealed the 
bracelet among his effects in the hope of 
ruining him. There is no doubt that her 
project would have been entirely successful 
had it not been for the common sense an@no- 
tions of the obligations of hospitality on the 
part of the host and hostess of the admiral. 
No matter how much he might have been sub- 
sequently cleared, if, like Gregr, he had been 
made the object of a public charge of theft 
and the central figure of.a scandal, the stigma 
of the latter would always have remained at- 
tached to his name.

The work of disinfection should begin with 
the beginning of the treatment, and should 
continue during the whole course of the dis- 
ease. All articles of bed clothing and of 
body clothing should be disinfected ad soon 


as they aré removed from the bed or from 


the patient. 

The liberal of liqhid disinfectants * 
posed of chtaride of lime, carbolic acid, or 
corrosive sublimate is strongly recommended 
in the sick room, but there should be no at- 
tempt to disinfect the room by any vapors 
of gates when occupied by the patient. Fresh 
air, combined with absolute cleanliness, is 
thé disinfectant most needed in the sick room. 

Water closets and sinks. should be disin- 
fected -dally by pouring a quart or more of 
the solution of chloride of lime of carbolic 
acid into the pipes. The pipes should be 
freely flushed in order to avoid injury. 

The cellar should be freed from all, rubbian 
and decaying matter and the walls white- 
washed. All rubbish and decaying matter 
should be burned. 

— 

The most effective part of house disinfec- 
tion, however, is accomplished by the libera- 
tion of large quantities of disinfecting and 
germicidal gases, which invade the most in- 
accessible and remote parte of theroom. For 
this aerial disinfection the fumes of burning 
sulphur were formerly accepted, but in more 
recent years formaldehyde gas has acquired 
a high degree of popularity. 

Have all windows and doors, except doors 
of egress, tightly closed. Securely paste 
strips of paper over keyholes, over all cracks, 
above, beneath, and at sides of windows and 
doors, over stove holes and all openings in 
walls, ceilings, and floor. If the opening be 
large paste several thicknesses of paper over 
it. Carefully stop up the fireplace, if there 
be one. There must be no opening through 
which gas can escape. 

All articles in the room that cannot be 
washed should de spread out on chairs or 
racks. Clothing, bed covers, etc., should be 
spread on lines stretched across the room. 
Mattresses should be opened and set on edge. 
Window shades and curtains should be spread 
out at full length. If there is a trunk or chest 
in the room open it, but let nothing stay in It. 
Open the pillows so thatsulphur or formaide- 
hyde fumes can reach the feathers. Do not 


pile articles together. 
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After the aerial disinfection is completed 
and the room opened take out all articles and 
place them in the sunshine. Carpets should 
be well beaten and exposed to the sun. 

All wood surfaces in the room should then 
be thoroughly washed with a disinfectant. 
Wash well all out of the way places, window 
ledges, moldings, etc. Floors particularly 
should receive careful attention, and the so- 
lution should wet the dust and dirt in the 
cracks. If the walle are papered soak the 
paper with the solution and have it removed. 

After washing ventilate the rooms, if possi- 
ble for several hours, then scrub all wood- 
work with soap and hot water. 

It is safer to burn mattresses and pillows. 

It is Hkewise safer to burn all books, toys, 
and articles of little value which have been 
handled by the patient. Burn what you can- 
not boil or thoroughly wash. Books which 
have not been in the room with the patient 
may be saved. Lay them on the edge of a 
table with leaves open, in a room while sul- 
phur fumes or formaldehyde gases are being 
generated. 


HEARST VOTE IN 1905 
NO STRAW FOR 1906. 


Analysis of Election Figures Does Not 
Warrant Belief Editor Is as 
Strong as Year Ago. 


Chicago, Oct. 13.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
In today’s interesting article by Raymond 
on the political situation in New York it ig 
stated that last year Mr. Hearst “ nearly or 
quite carried greater New York against Me- 
CleHan, who was then supported not only 
by Tammany but by the republican organiza- 
tion as well.“ 

It appears to the writer that an analysis 
of last year’s election figures of greater New 
York would Hardly seem to warrant Ray- 
mond's rather pessimistic opinion as to the 
situation. Perhaps Raymond does not quite 
appreciate the importance of the regular 
„ machine republièan vote, which last No- 
vember amounted to 132,817, and was not 
cast for MoClellan but forlivins. The vote 
at this election was as ro al 
MeClellan 15 beer aes 
Hearst Scattering 

At the „ election the Ivins vote 
of last time should practically all go to 
Hughes, and the Hearst vote of lest time 
may most of it go to Hearst again. The read 
problem is as to how the McClelian vote of 
last time will be distributed. The only sure 
thing about it is that it will not all go to 
Hearst. There were thousands of repub- 
licans who voted for McClellan last year be- 
cause they felt sure Ivine had no show and 
they thought McClellan, with Murphy back 
of him, a lesser evil than Hearst. This time 
they will vote for Hughes. There were aleo 
thousands of conservative democrats who 
voted for McClean, including MeClelian m- 
self, who are now for Hughes. 

If Hearst can poll say one-half of this 
McClellan vote, which would amount to 110. 
907 votes, and then add this to his strength of 
last year he would have 329,564 votes, while 
the Ivins vote of last time plus half the Mo- 
Clellan vote would amount to 824. This 
would give Hearst a plurality in greater New 
York of only 86,240 votes, which would be 
insufficient to elect him governor unless there 
was a Hearst landslide up the state, and Ray - 
mond’s observations In Tur Trisuns do 
not indicate that. 

It must be remembered alao that the Hearst 
vote of last year was in large measure a 
protest against Tammany and especially 
against Murphy, whom Hearst so bitterly

denounced. It included a big “ uplift” ele- 


ment among the respectable poor, which was 
indignant over the political corruption in 
New York. It is now doubtful if the genuine 
“uplitters"’ who voted for Hearst last time 
will vote for him now that he is in political 
alliance with the man he then called a 
“thief,’’ ete, It is not enough for Hearst to 
say that Murphy may. be for him, but he is 
not for Murphy. The uplitters will in- 
quires why Murphy is for Hearst, and why 
he continues to be for him, despite Hearat’s 
ingracious remark. 

As Raymond says, “ Last year Mr. Hearst 
undoubtedly received strong support from 
the police, street sweepers, fire department, 
and the humbier end of the city govern- 
ment. He will doubtless receive such gup- 
port again, but will he get much more than 
this, with Murphy in New York and Me- 
Carren in Brooklym lukewarm or hostile — 
him, and with practically all the 
tive democracy—those who don’t make their 3 
Hving out of potitice—for Hughes?
